tions committee, is a very elaborate measure, 
and provides, with great detail and. minute- 
ness, the scheme of national supervision of 
elections, It differs widely from the Lodge 
bill, and it is éssentially a government super- 
visory measure. The bill is strictly a party 
measure, and it is so reported by the commit 
tee, democratic members being utterly op 
posed to the measure, both in detail and as a 
whole. Republican members of the commit- 
tee reserve the right to offer amendments to 
the bill. It provides that chief supervisors 
of elections now in officc, their successors 
and such chief supervisors as may here- 
after be appointed shall be charged in their 
respective judicial districts, both in person 
aud through supervisors of elections, who may 
be appointed, with the supervision of congres- 
sional elections, with the enforcement of na- 
tional election laws, and with the prevention 
of fraud and irregalarities in naturalization. 
Whenever in any city having twenty thousand 
inhabitants or upwards, or in any congres- 
sional district net in any sach city, one hun- 
dred or more qualified voters shail petition 
the chief supervisor, alleging that there is 
danger that uniess the election is guarded it 
will not be fair and free, the chief supervisor 
shall forthwith forward the petition to the 
United States circuit. judge for the district; 
thereupon, it shall be the duty of the judge to 


open court, for the purpose of  trans- 
acting all business pertaining to reg- 
istration or election matters, as may, 


by any United States law, there be transacted. 
The court, when so open, shall be always open 
for the transaction of such business until the 
second day succeeding election, and the judge 
may exercise his power, either in open court 
or in chambers. Any male eitizen of good 
character, a voter in the diitrict and able to 
read and write the English language, shall be 
eligible. to appointment as an election super- 
visor.» These supervisors are given full power 
to inspect the ballot-boxes, make returns of 
registration and verify the registry list, can- 
vass the ballots and certify to returns, and 
whenever two supervisors of an entire con- 
gressional district shall be petitioned for, the 
fact shall be published by the chief supervisor 
in at least two papers in the district, thereupon 
on the day of election, state or local. election 
officers. in each election district shall 
present t@the supervisors of elections in their 
districts the statements heretofore required to 
be made. Supervisors shall compare these re- 
turns with their own canvass. If they find 
them to be correct, they shall so certify 
in duplicate, and if incorrect, shall certify in 
what particulars, and also state all the facts 
within their knowledge bearing upon the fair- 
ness of the election. 

Minute and elaborate directions are pro- 
vided for with regard to the enclosure, sealing 
and mailing of these duplicate statements— 
one to the United States board of canvassers, 
hereafter provided for, and the other to the 
circuit court clerk for the district. This board 
of canvassers is to consist of three persons of 
good repute, to be appointed by the United 
States circuit judge upon receiving from the 
chief supervisor §of elections a petition re- 
questing the supervision of the entire district. 
Not more than two of them shall belong to 
the same political{party. 

In short, the entire machinery for conduct- 
ing the election is provided for in'the bill, and 
every contingency that might arise is antici- 
pated. The bill provides that whenever it 
shall appear, by affidavit, that errors have oc- 
curred in the determination of any board . of 
canvassers, the circuit court may require the 
board te correct such errors, or show cause 
why correction should not be made, and where 
the board shall have been dissolved, it may re- 
quire it toreconvene. Eyery person charged 
with any duty with regard to any election of a 
member of congress wlio shall wilfully and for 
the purpose of affecting the election, commit 
any fraud thereon, shali be liable, on convic- 
tion, to a fine of not exceeding 25.000, or to 
imprisonment not exceeding five years, or 
both. The same penalty is provided for. bri- 
bery or attempted bribery of voters. 

The Australian ballot system finds no place 
in the provisions of the bill, except that it is 
provided that no state shall be prevented by 
the provisions of thé bill from printing ballots 
at the public’s expense or providing regula- 
tions to screen each voter from observation 
and to keep his vote a secret. Wherever an 
election of member of congress is held atthe 
same time with the election of any other 
ofticer, there shall be upon each box for which 
ballots for members of congress are cast a suit- 
able label or inscription.

THIRTEEN PARISHES OVERFLOWED. 


Several New Breaks in the Levees-— 
Point Coupee Six Feet Under 
Water—Several Sad Scenes, 


New Orvrans, April 24.—United States 
Engineer Douglass telegraphs that Point 
Pleasant levee, Tensas parish, gaye way this 
morning. Point Pleasantis twenty-three miles 
below Vicksburg, and the levee there is one of 
the most important on the Tensas front. 

RUIN EVERYWHERE. 

Ruin and desolation meets the eye on every 
side in Pointe Coupee parish. The destruction 
is complete. Not a plantation is left above 
water ; not a levee unbroken, while hundreds 
of families are homeless and thousands 
of stock have been drowned, and 
from the meager reports received from the in- 
terior it is quite probable that human life has 
been sacrificed to the flood. Standing on the 
deck of the relief steamer, ‘‘Dacotah,’’ as she 
passed down within. fifty yards of the flooded 
district last evening, a fall extent of the disas- 
ter could be seen, 

WAITING FOR THE BOAT. 

Grouped together in little knolls between 
the broken levees, through which the water 
rushed with ungovernable fury, were scores of 
people, both whites and blacks, some with 
babies in their arms, while others 
had dogs secured by,cords, Many of them had 


nothing else in the world except the 
clothes they wore on their backs. When- 
ever the ‘“‘Dacotah”’ discovered a scene like 


this a stage was swung out and the stricken 
were taken aboard. Equally as sad a scene 
was the poor dumb cattle standing in the water 
actually starving. Many of them had not 
tasted food in four days. Their gaunt forms 
contrasted strangely with their surroundings. 
The ‘“‘Dacot#h” was unable to handle cattle 
yesterday, but today her boiler deck is a first- 
class stock pen. 
ONE INSTANCE OF MANY. 

A family named Luke, residing several 
miles above Bayou Sara, was rescued this 
morning. There were fifteen people in the 
family. Monday morning they were prosper- 
ous, being owners of a large plantation, a 
well-equipped store and one hundred head of 
stock. Today nothing remains above water but 
the eaves of their residences. A crevasse, six- 
ty feet wide, broke directly in front of their 
house at noon Monday, and the family hada 
lively time toreach the levee before six feet 
of water covered the place, - The crevasse is 
now four hundred feet wide. There are hun- 
dreds of such tales to be told. The 
“Dacotah” is a “busy boat today. 
After discharging her lumber and other ma- 
terial at Grand Bay, she proceeded directly to 
Olid river, and rescued 200 head of cattle that 
had been inthe swamp for four days. Com- 
ing down, stock and people were picked up 
everywhere, and when the ‘‘Dacotah’’ reached 
Bayou Sara, she had one thousand head of 
cattle and nearly five hundred people on 
board. They were landed, and the beat im- 
mediately left on a return voyage. The 
‘“Dacotah’’ is doing excellent work, and not 
only is she blessed on every side, but the 
corporation which sent her, as well. 

THIRTEEN PARISHES INUNDATED. 

Major Martin Glenn, president of the police 
jury, accompanies the boat on her errand of 
mercy. Referring to their efforts to hold the 
levee, he said it was a hard fight, but they had 
lost. Hecannot estimate the damage, but 
says thirteen parishes will be overflowed. The 
crevasses now number thirteen. At Grand 
Bay last night men were busily engaged 
in an effort to hold Paten dyke, 
an immense earth work that protects ten large 
| plantations in lower Pointe Coupee from the 

flood. It rained all day yesterday and last 
night, but the river is falling. The worst has 
come in Pointe Coupee, and the people are re- 
signed, It was a bitter fight all round, but the 
river got the best of it. Major Glenn last 
night received a check for $500 from the police 
jury of Terre Bonne parish for the benefit of 
the sufferers. 

The real condition of things in the over- 
flowed district is just coming to light. No pen 
is equal to the task of picturing the devasta- 
tion and desolation of the people. More of the 
| levee has gone. The water back of the levee 
isso deep now that hundreds of lives are in 
jeopardy. A small stretch of the levee still 
standing is crowded with men, women and 
children, side by side with horses and cows. 
In an old raised ginhouse 500 negroes were 
found huddled together. Their condition was 
pitiable.

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A SILK FACTORY BURNED. | 


And Several Persons Lese Their Lives in 
the agration. 

CATASAUQUA, Pa., April 24.—At 6 o’clock 
this morning fire was discovered in the large 
new building owned and occupied by the 
Unicorn Silk Manufacturing company, of New 
York, with offices at 33 and 35 Greene street. 
An alarm was quickly sounded, but owing to 
the hour, the fire companies, which are com- 
posed of volunteers, mainly of workmen em- 
ployed in the different furnaces, factories and 
mills, were under the impression that the 
whistles were calling them to their day’s work 
and did not respond until the fire had been 
burning about twenty minutes. 

Upon their arrival at the scene of the con- 
flagration, considerable difficulty was exper- 
ienced in securing water for the fire engines, as 
the mill was built on a bluff, overlooking the 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company’s canal 
and Lehigh river, half a mile from the town. 
They ran their engines down a hill, on the 
other side of the canal and soon had two 
streams of water on the building which by this 
time was a mass of flames. In spite of the in- 
tense heat, the firemen worked like beaversin 
the hope of saving the store-rooms and engine 
house, and at that place a catastrophe occurred, 
which has thrown this quiet town into a state 
of intense excitement and casta gloom overthe 
entire neighborhood. While the firemen an 
others were working hard to fcontrol the fire, 
an explosion of vitriol and and other acids oc- 
cu , and before the firemen could escape, 
several of them were caught by the fall 
walls and many ee by flying debris.

True Bills Against Democrats.

Mr. Smith has just been nominated 
for commonwealth’s attorney of Richmond, 
and will go into office July 1st. Mr. Belvin is 
president of the Powhatan club, and Mr. 
Guigon is a nominee for the city council.

WHAT THE CONSTABLE SAYS. 

Chief of Police Charles A. Wright, of this 
city, has received a letter from W.M. Hinde, 
chief constable of Trenton, in which the Cana- 
dian officer sets forth his comp)aint. 

The Canadian officer, in his letter, puts the 
amount of Nelson’s boodle at $30,000. After 
telling the story of his search, and final “‘spot- 
ting’ of Nelson in a little town in the interior 
of the proyince, the complaining officer recites 
the story of his arrival, and adds: 

ONLY GOT FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS. 

‘After the hard work had been done, and 
the man Nelson lodged in jail, the parties from 
Atlanta came here, got all they could of the 
bood!le, and then refused to prosecute or pay 
the reward, After considerable trouble I 
managed to get $500 of the $1,000 from them, 
but the balance I never received. 

After referring to the assignment of the 
money in the Syracuse bank to a Canadian, 
A. Patent, the letter continues: 

‘Parent and the other witnesses from here 
have returned from attending court at Syra- 
cuse, and Iam told that the judge is inclined 
to have the money divided among the various 
claimants. If that is to be, I think I ought to 
have my other $500 for the arrest. I have all 
the papers in the case now in my possession, 
including the circular offering the reward, 
which issigned by Chief of Police Connolly 
of Atianta.”’

‘*You will see, chief, that it {fs all very nice 
to offer a big reward, but when the man is cap- 
tured the money should be paid over, I assure 
you that I had to take the $500 or no money at 
all.”

New Engines for the Central. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 24.—[Special.]—Five 
new locomotives are expected here tomorrow 
by the Central railroad, They are the first of 
an order for forty. Fifteen more are to follow 
before May 17, and the other twenty. are to be 
ready in July. Of the first lot of engines, 
sixteen will be freight engines with 18x24 
cylinders, two will be pone engines with 
17x24 cylinders, and two will be shifting en- 
gines with 18x24 cylinders. In the second lot 
there will be fourteen freight engines with 
19x24 cylinders, four passenger engines of 
18x24 cylinders, and two shifting engines with 
18x24 cylinders. These locomotives are all of 
Baldwin make, and weigh as much as 115,000 

ounds. They cost about $8,000 apiece, or 
$320,000 for the entire lot. They will be dis- 
tributed over the Central’s system. Some 
will be kept on the main stem, and others 
will be sent overin South Carolina, and oth- 
ers on the Savannah and Western. The 
lighter engines which they displace will be 
put on the branch lines.

4 FAINTING WOMAN SERIOUSLY 
Three Men Caught in a Tunnel Cave—A 


Narrow Escape from Death—A Sec- - 


Canton, Ga., April 24.—[Special.]—Quite a 
sad accident occurred at the quiet little home 
of Mr. R. L. Holbert, near Ball Ground, on 
Thursday morning of last week, As usual the 
family, consisting of the father, mother and 
four small children, had arisen early and were 
engaged about the place. The father was in 
the bed-room dressing the children, while the 
wife and mother was in the kitchen looking 
after the breakfast. It seems that while Mrs. 
Holbert was bending over the fire she had a 
fit and fell into the fire-place, her left arm, 
face and side falling into a hot-bed ‘of embers. 
Being insensible from the fit she could make 
no alarm, and so the husband and children 
knew nothing of her condition until 
some minutes afterwards when they hap- 
pened to go into the room and find 
her in this horrible and sickening condition. 
Dr. Hawkins was immediately called in, and 
did everything possible, but it is very likely 
that she will die unless the left arm is ampu- 
tated, and then the chances of recovery are de- 
cidedly against her, asshe hasa heart affec- 
tion. Mr. Holbert is a brother of Tax Re- 
ceiver Holbert, and a hard-working, indus- 
trious man and good citizen. We sympathize 
with the family in their sad affliction and hope 
for the best. 

HELD IN THE CAVE. 

Last Friday morning a serious, and perhaps 
fatal, accident occurred at Mabel, in one of 
the tunnels of the Nashville Iron company, to 
Mr. Thomas J. Garrison, who came there to 
work a few weeks ago from Talking Rock. 
There are four tunnels cut on the property, 
and while the men were at work in and about 
No. I, it caved in on Mr. Garrison, John Rob- 
ertson and Jack Keith, colored. The two last 
named were rolling out ore, while Mr. Garri- 
son drove ‘the tunnel, and was farther in. 
On account of the tunnel only being partially 
timbered, a piece of ore fell from the top 
and struck Mr. Garrison on the head, 
which stunned and knocked him down, 
and then other and larger pieces fell on 
his back, perhaps breaking thespinal column 
and mortally wounding him. The other: two 
were not hurt. Mr. Garrison was taken out 
and carried to Mr. J. A. Cantrell’s (where he 
is yet) ana Dr. C .Pickett, of this place, called 
in, who gave him all possible relief, but it is 
doubtful if he recovers as his back is said to be 
broken and his body now partially paralyzed. 
He has awife and twosmall children. His 
wife and father were telegraphed for and are 
with him. About two weeks ago Bill Jarvis 
was pretty badly hurt by one ofthe tunnels 
caving in on him, and he has been unable to 
work since then. The tunnels in these and 
other mines should be well timbered and con- 
sidered absolutely secure before men risk their 
lives in them.

A BRILLIANT SOUTHERN WOMAN. 


Miss Clare de Graffenreid Now in Georgia on 
an Important Mission. 

Macon, Ga., April 24.—([Special.]—Miss 
Clare de Graffenreid, of Washington city, for- 
merly lived in Macon, where her father was a 
distinguished lawyer. She graduated at the 
Wesleyan Female college with high honor. 
Miss de Graffenreid is related to sdiiile<ef the 
most prominent families in Georgia. She 
is now in this state on a very im- 

tannt government mission, and at present 
is visiting her cousin, Mr. Hamilton Yancey, 
at Rome. Miss de Graffenreid is one of the 
most accomplished laaies in the United States. 

A few days ago the second session, of the 
convention of working girls met in New 
York. There were several hundred delegates 
present, and the proceedings of the convention 
were reported in full in all of the leading 
northern papers. It will interest the friends 
and relatives of Miss de Graffenreid in Georgia 
to read the following mention of the proceed- 
ings from the Baltimore Sun: 

“Miss Dodge, in ge | the absence of Miss 
Clare de Graffenreid, of Washington, paid a 
high tribute to her efforts for the welfare of the 
working girl, during which she had become 
acquainted with no less than 11,000 of them, 
either personally or by correspondence. Her 
paper on “What do working girls owe oné an- 
other?’’ was read by Miss Chapin. It was 
one of the very best of the convention, and 
bristled with telling epigramatic points. She 
pointed out the failures of the girls, and said 
what they needed most was equal wages and 
equal opportunity. Their drawbacks were 
affected pon, oy me | in class distinction where 
there should be no superiority but that of con- 
scientious worth. They needed less flattery 
and more sterling criticism. Suitable occupa- 
tion should be found for the sexes unless they 
wanted to become mere second rate women. 
There should be no falling back on comfortable 
homes as an excuse for a smaller wage,no work 
ing for mere pocket money. She pointed at the 
benefit of organization, and said if they knew 
how to ask for their rights there would be 
fewer wrongs to complain of, Clear thinking 
and 3 sare doing was a special requisite. 

“The practical minds of the convention were 
specially interested in Missde Graffenreid’s 
admirable essay on ‘‘Whatdo working girls 
owe one another?’ Such points as these— 
‘Let us never fall back on our womanhood 
as an excuse for failure.’”’ ‘‘Conscience is a 
thing that women have not always put into 
their work; that they must put into it in the 
future,”’ were received with ringing applause. 
Every one regrets that Miss de enreid 
could not attend the convention, heving been 
detained in Georgia collecting statistics of 
women’s work for the labor bureau. She sails 
for England with Miss Grace Dodge on the 7th 
of June, but it is possible she may be induced 
to visit Baltimore before that time at 
the Nationa! Conference of Charities. A 
native of Georgia and with an inheritance 
of class prejudices from the old south, no 
woman has worked more earnestly and suc- 
cessfully for the best interests of women or 
has more fearlessly told the truth about 
them and about theiremployers. It is char- 
acteristic of the convention, in fact, that the 
old-fashioned, somewhat vague talk about 
the loveliness of women in general, and of 
each other in particular, isdone away with. 
They oS ey that woman has her: fair 
share of the faults of humanity, and hope 
to make things better by facing the facts. 
Miss de Graffenreid and Miss will 
make a special stady while abroad of the con- 
dition and needs of the London working 
giris, and will show the London workers how 
the new methods of co-operation, with all 
patronage left out, have succeeded in 
America.”

HUGUENOT OR HUGONOT. 


Stray Leaves From Curious 
Book. 
From the Charleston News and Courier. 
A very curious book is the Life of-General 
Francis Marion, a celebrated partisan officer 


in the revolutionary war. It is ‘‘on the title 


a Very 


page,’’ edited by Brigadier General Péter Hor- 


ry and M. L. Weems, but it is believed that 
the Rey. Mr. Weems took the manuscript of 
General Horry and marred it into the pub- 
lished shape. 

As stated, it is a curious book, and it has un- 
dergone a good many editions, one of the most 
curious being the sixth edition, published away 
back in 1818. It is, however, chiefly note- 
worthy by reason of its wonderful pictures, it 
being what people nowadays would call an il- 
lustrated life of Marion. Itis the property of 
Mr. H. A, DeSaussure. 


The book sets out with a history of the Ma- 
rion family, Mr. Horry giving Marion a Hu- 
guenot ancesty. It is perhaps worthy of re- 
mark that, notwithstanding Mr. Bayard’s 
theory of Huss-gnenons, the word Huguenot 
is spelled Hugonot in this old book, giving the 
foundation for another and uncommon deriva- 
tion. It appears, therefote, that the name 
was considered to be from Hugo nearly a hun- 
dred years ago. 

The illustrations of the book belong to the 
rudimentary age of America wood cut art. 
Opposite the title page, the vignette, so to 
speak, without vines, is the representation of 
the well-known story of Sergeant Jasper re- 
leasing the American prisoners. It is a very 
good reproduction of a rough-and-tumble fight, 
as the boys callit. The whole party appears 
to be in mortai conflict, and although each has 
some weapon of offense (except the prisoners) 
nobody is unmbhestg. 

Another brilliant production is the charge of 
Sergeant McDonald into Georgetown. This 
latter glorious city is represented in, the dis- 
tance by five barns with chimneys. The one 
inhabitant of the city is dressed in a beaver, 
boots, doublet and fine coat as if he had appa- 
relled himself for the occasion. He stands up 
as the McDonald forces sweep by on horseback. 
There are also two soldiers, not on horseback, 
who are far in advance of the chargers. The 
six horses look very much like the tremendous 
montrosities seen on the charts of the four- 
teenth century. One of the animals is so bad- 
ly foreshortened that he appears to be stand- 
ing on his hind legs, like Dr. Depew’s brass 
monkeys, rampant, while in fact he is supposed 
to be tearing down the highway to George- 
— at the rate of at least seven miles per 

10ur. 

Another artistic incongruity is the capture 
of the British captain, Cherry, who had been 
up the Chimney. All of the captors are as 
grim looking as death, but one them, while 
the British captain is being uncovered in the 
chimney, has aflask up to his mouth and is 
drinking away, possibly to the health of his 
country. 

One of the moet ludicrous of all pictures is 
that which is called: ‘Sergeant McDonald 
pursuing Colonel Gainey.’”’ ‘This is something 
quite fearful. The animals are supposed to be 
going at a break-neck speed, and yet (asin the 
other case mentioned) the sergeant’s horse is 
pictured as standing up on his hind legs. Col- 
onel Gainey’s horse is also a nightmare of a 
misnomer. Colonel Gainey is drawn as look- 
ing sidewise, with his mouth wide open and 
his sword at a present. The sergeant has his 
matchlock high up under his arm, and to make 
the thing most ridiculous the artist has the 
two noble soldiers riding this curious tourna- 
ment side by side. 

The sweet. potato. sto 
great shape. Marion and the Brish officer are 
sitting on a pine login front of a tent. The 
potatoes are brought by a soldier on a piece of 
pinebark, and not by a colored man, and are 
tendered to the oftier. Marion with a hospita- 
ble gesture invites the colonel to dine, but the 
latter sits bolt upright on the log, and is to all 
appearances refusing the hospitality for a day 
or two. 

These are only the more remarkable pictures, 
but they serve to show the food for the artistic 
eye which was furnished some years ago. It is 
related of the publisher and editor of these 
books that he took them around the country in 
a wagon all the way from the printing house at 
Philadelphia. One of the most curious of all 
the chapter in the book is that in which is re- 
lated the conversation verbatim between the 
grandfather of Marion and the young lady 
who was to be his bride, Louisa. It is given 
in the shape that might have been expect had an 
expert stenographer heard the conversation and 
transcribed it faithfully, but withal, whether 
true or fictitious, it is very interesting. Miss 
Louise was a Catholic and the grandfather of 
Marion was a ‘‘Huguenot.”’

Reasons for Believing That the Two Are 
Imtimately Connected. 

Mr. Henry C. Maine, in an elaborate article 
in the Troy Times, thus sums up his conclu- 
sions: 

When solar disturbances follow each other 
in rapid succession the storm period is pro- 
longed. The effects of polar disturbances 
would break out on the sun’s hemisphere 
turned toward us produce sudden and power- 
ful effects in our atmosphere. Storms cabin 
as cloudbursts have been most frequently no- 
ted in connection with these sudden outbursts 
on the sun’s face. Asarule the marksof so- 
lar disturbance cannot be seen until the storms 
on the earth cease, The spots form after the 
storm-producing eruptions. * Tornadoes are 
most numeérous during periods of violent-solar 
agitation. The number and violence of torna- 
does are directly proportioned to the number 
and violence of solar disturbances. Observa- 
tion during the a winter-and spring show 
that.solar disturbances are in some cases not 
marked by spots until a month or two after 
the eruptions begin. Fifty-two days after the 
great storm ‘ef. January 9 and 10, 1889, spots 
appeared by the sun’s rotation. Spots also ap- 
peared by rotation fifty-two days after the 
great Samoan hurricane of March 15 and 16, 
1888, which wrecked several men-of-war in the 
harber of Apia: : This disturbance on the sun 
was followed upon reappearance May 29. 30, by 
the floods which wrecked Johnstown, Pa., and 
drowned Williamsport, Pa. 


Thunder Through an Ear Trumpet.

A succession of lightning flashes, followed 
by thunder, varied. the customary pouring 
rain yesterday afternoon. One particularly 
loud clap occurred just after 3 o’clock, and 
the bolt hit the business office of M. VY.

Mr. Main ealled 
his attention to a thunder clap, but Mr 
Pierce, who is rathez hard of hearing, hadn’t 
heard it. Then came another. “There!’’ said 
Mr. Main, ‘‘didn’t you hearthat?’’

I'll try my ear trumpet,”’ taking out 
one of those ornamental but useful contriv- 
ances and applying it to his ear. Just then 
came a terriffie crash, the lightning entering 
the ofiice, smashing up the telephone and near- 
ly knocking senseless Mrs. Main, who was sit- 
ting by a window within 10 feet of the scene of 
destruction. The listener dropped his ‘ear 
trumpet, and, bounding up clear off the floor, 
shouted: ‘‘I heard it that time!”’ 

Investigation showed that the bolt had en- 
tered at the top of a bay window and followed 
the main wire of the telephone, melting off 
the wire and splintering the machine to frag- 
ments. It passed out by the ground wire. The 
damage to the building was small, but the es-

The showing, made in yesterday’s sub- 
sbriptions to the exposition fund, is gratify- 
ing.

Street Cars Driven by Air. 

The evolution of the strect car system is 
an interesting thing to watch. 

When steam took the place of the mule it 
was hailed as genuine progress. Later, when 
steam was given up for electricity’ people 
thought that the climax had come. But a 
mew motive power is being utilized. In Eng- 
land some of the street cars are noW driven 
by compressed air. A brief description of 
this novelty intransportation says that the 
car contains a small reservoir, which takes 
in.a fresh supply of compressed air-at inter- 
vals of halfa mile. In less than a minute 
an automatic machine charges it from boxes 
which connect with a main pipe line, the 
maximum pressure being 170 pounds to tlfe 
square inch. This motor saves in weight 
and in time, the reservoir being charged 
while passengers are entering or leaving the 
car. 

The opinion is expressed that this mode 
of transportation would suit suburban trains 
in this country, including those on steam 
routes and elevated lines, as well as those on 
the streets. If all the good things said about 
' ft are true, the electric motor will follow 
steam and the mule, and a well-condensed 
article of wind will be made to move the 
world, as it were. 


About National Banks. 

*‘A Farmer,” writing from Center Hill, 
Ark., says that his friends and accuain- 
tances in that neighborhood, and the far- 
mers generally, are talking about national 
banks, and want them abolished. In view 
of this, our correspondent wants to know 
something about the national banks. 

For the information of our correspondent 
We will say that the national banks are a 
part of the completest and most successful 
fiscal schemes ever conceived. They were 
established to meet one of the emergencies 
of the war. By their aid and the aid of the 
capitalists concerned in them the govern- 
ment was enabled to place the bonds issued 
for war purposes, 

‘The only trouble with these banks is the 
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of atime of war. In spite of this they are 
useful, if not indispensable institutions. 
All that is mecessary is a few judicious 
changes in the law under which they do 
business. 

The trouble with the peekenes banks, and 
it is a trouble that seriously affects the far- 
mers of the south, is the provision of the 
law that prevents these institutions from 
lending money on real estate. This pro- 
vision not only degrades-the basis of all 
wealth and capital, but drives the farmer 
who needs money into the hands of shy- 
locks and usurers. Itis fair to say, how- 
ever, that the farmers themselves are indi- 
rectly responsible for this provision of the 
law. If they had manifested any serious 
opposition to its operations it would long 
ago have been repealed. 

If our Arkansas friends will begin the agi- 
tation now, and keep it up until they enlist 
the aid of the alliance and other interests, 
they will find few obstacles in their way.

In his softer moods General Sherman says 
many good things. 

At a recent banquet the stern veteran 
yielded to the festive influence of the occa- 
sion, and made himself an apostle of sweet- 
ness and light. Said the grizzled warrior to 
his comrades: ‘‘And now, my friends, I 
know that like all other bodies of men you 
wish to make the world as good as your- 
selves, Which is very natural, right and 
proper. But the first way to reform the 
community is to reform yourselves. You 
have to take the world as itis. Itisa good 
world. Itis the best we have now. I 
don’t see any who are anxious to depart 
from it. Ofthose who are gone we sing 
their praises aloud. They don’t hear them. 
I am willing to have a little during my life.”’ 

Strange talk to come from a man who in 
a civilized age declared that war was the 
science of barbarism, and then proceeded to 
conduct his campaigns with the ruthless 
brutality of a barbarian. But times change 
and men change with them. General Sher- 
man has an unfortunate temper. There are 
times when he uses rongh words and does 
injustice to himself and to others. He is 
not, however, altogether a man of blood and 
iron. There are times when we see a gleam 
of sunshine—moments when the old man 
shows that he has a heart somewhere, per- 
haps difficult to get at and touch, but still a 
human heart yearning for something that 
will make the world better and brighter. 

A bitter enemy and a cruel fighter—all 
this the old soldier has been, but his former 
foemen will not grudge him the peaceful 
ending of his stormy life. 

Fighting the Floods. 

The people of Louisiana are making a 
brave fight to force back the floods which 
are breaking over their breastworks and de- 
luging the country. It looks like a fight 
against fate, for as fast as the waters’ are 
stayed in one place. another is submerged 
and people are driven from their homes and 
business is at a standstill. The predictions 
that were made as to these floods have 
proved only too true, and the general effect 
they will have in the farming districts will 
be disastrous; new breaks occur in the levees 
every day and all effort to make them secure 
seems unavailing. 

The Times-Democrat, which has hitherto 
taken a hopeful view of things,, and has 
spoken words of cheer to the people in the 
belief that the floods. would soon subside and 
cause but little damage, now admits that the 
situation is grave. With the breaking of the 
Morganza levee it sounds the alarm. That 
and the Pointe Coupee levees are the most 
important point of defense. on the river 
front, Nine of the most fertile and produc- 
tive parishes in the state are protected by 
them, and millions of dollars of preperty 
depend upon their maintenance The situ- 
ation is thus summed up. by the Times- 
Democrat: 


“Although the situation was known to be eriti-. 


cal, the hope was entertained that Morganza would 
withstand the pressure of the next few days, when 
the danger would be over and the river begin to 
fall. 

Its collapse will not only cause a heavy loss to 
the state at this moment, but will cast doubt and 
uncertainty over thefuture. When M 
rebuilt after the flood of 1884, it strained our 
sources, and grave doubts must now exist. as 
the ability of Louisiana to reconstruct this dike 
again as it should be built. Nor is this all. The 
fact that this levee had withstood heavy 
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tion again. Those who have — 
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naturally be uncertainty for the future about the 
safety of all that country.” 

Continuing, the Times-Democrat says that 
the question which must now ge_ before. the 
people of this country is: ‘‘Shall the rich 
alluvial basin of the Mississippi, the most 
fertile and productive region in the world, 
be abandoned by man and given up to ma- 
larial swamps, or will the federal govern- 
ment rescue it, as it alone can do?’’ 

This is the present condition of things; 
there is no longer any reason to withhold 
the facts; the terror is at their doors, is. 
sweeping away their homes and threatening 
to engulf the country. The people did not 
appeal tothe government until the resources 
of the state were exhausted; but the Timies- 
Democrat says that it is now beyond-the 
power of Louisiana and Mississippi to build 
and maintain Jevees that ean successfinily 
resist the onslaught of the waters. 

The report of Quartermaster General 
Robinson, who has personally inspected the 
submerged districts, has been submitted to 
congress, and it is hoped that the relief 
needed will be freely given. Delay is dan- 
gerous; the situation is alarming; the peo- 
ple are suffering! And not only should 
their misfortunes appeal to the government 
and meet with a ready response, but the 
sympathy and substantial aid of the nation 
should be extended to them and generous 
contributions be made for their relief. 


Windom and the Silver Bills. 


Mr. Windom’s recent letter to the public }. 


on the silver question, although it is 
a very unusual step for a cabinet officer to 
take, is heartily endorsed by the mono- 
metalist organs. This endorsement is as 
extraordinary as Mr. Windom’s course in 
this matter; forif the letter emphasizes any- 
thing it is the fact that the senate bill would 
increase the price of silver until that metal 
rested on a par value with gold. 

That the monometalist organs of the east 
should endorse this is most remarkable. It 
is simply another evidence that they do not 
understand the question they are discussing 
and care nothing for its merits, whatever. 
In some paragraphs of their labored articles 
in opposition to the remonetization of silver 
they declare that the senate bill, and all 
other bills providing for the increase of sil- 
ver coinage, will flood the country with 
‘‘cheap’’ money. This is their favorite argu- 
ment, and they employ it with a flourish 
that would do credit to the enthusiasm of an 
amateur astronomer who has discovered a 
bob-tailed comet. 

But before their enthusiasm subsides they 
discover that money will not be ‘‘cheap,’’ but 
that the increased coinage provided for by 
the senate bill will raise the price of silver 
until itis on a par with gold. This, of 
course, kills the argument of ‘‘cheap’’ money, 
but the monometalist organs care nothing 
for this. The fact that anything congress 
can do will have the effect of either cheapen- 
ing or increaging the price of silver they con- 


| Sider an outrage. 


As for Mr. Windom, he has been on both 
sides of the silyer question. He has been in 
favor of its complete remonetization, he has 
approved its degradation, and now he is try- 
ing to ride the fence. His complaint is that 
the senate bill, which provides for, the 
monthly purchase of $4,500,000 of 
silver bullion, would create a gigantic 
corner in the metal, meaning, of course, 
that the price of the metal would be made 
dearer. This is one of the virtues of the 
bill, England has heretofore been engaged 
in the business of depreciating the silver 
market for the benefit of its East India trade. 
Cotton and wheat have both felt the effects 
of this depreciation, and it is high time the 
people of this country were doing something 
toward the real and complete remonetization 
of silver. 

As to corners, it is the house bjll. that 
will create a corner for the benefit of Wall 
street. That measure provides for the re- 
demption of silver notes at the market value 
of the bullion, and this would be nuts and 
sweetmeats for the Wall street speculators. 

Altogether, the monometalists—the gold 
bugs—are getting much the worst of the 
argument. ‘They flounder and flop about in 
a way that would be amusing if it were not 
tiresome.

RELICS OF THE WAR, 


Which a Savannah Man Values Very 
Highly. 
From the Savannah Daily Times. 

Dr. H. H. Sasnett, of Waycross, who is a fre- 
quent visitor to Savannah and has many friends 
here, has in his possession a number of valuable 
relics of the past, which he would not part with 
for any consideration. 

He has the passport given him by Charles H. 
Cox, captain and assistant provost-marshal at 
Savannah in 1865. It is dated May 5, 1865. Mr. 
Sasnett says the men were required to call and 
get one of the cards every morning, and unless 
they did so the penalty was twenty-four hours in 
jail. Healso has a letter written by General R. E. 
Lee, in 1870. It reads as foilows: 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 7, 1870.—My Dear Sir: I 
have received the boots sent with your note of the 
2d inst., and thank you most sincerely for the 
sentiments you express toward me. Wishing you 
health and happiness, I am very truly yours, 

R. E. LEE. 

Mr. Sasnett tells an incident in connection with 
the letter, which probably caused him to send the 
boots referred to to the general. Hesays: “I had 
gone in search of Lee’s ordinance officer, and fail- 
ing to find him was shown to General Lee’s tent, 
just as he was sitting down to supper. He had 
corn bread, bacon, hominy and wheat bran coffee, 
and invited me to remain and take supper with 
them. lIrefused, butas he insisted so earnestly 
I consented, and, as I had not eaten a mouthful in 
two days, I thought that was the best suppér I 
ever ate. The general appeared very much 
pleased, and, eating very little himself, insisted 
upon my making out a square meal. From that 
time a warm friendship began which lasted until 
his death, and today I would not take $200 in cash 
for this little souvenir.” 

Mr. Sasnett also has a heart cut out of the oak 
rail on which he was sitting when the order 
came to surrender, as well as an exact copy of the 
order,

Street Cars Driven by Air. 

The evolution of the strect car system is 
an interesting thing to watch. 

When steam took the place of the mule it 
was hailed as genuine progress. Later, when 
steam was given up for electricity’ people 
thought that the climax had come. But a 
mew motive power is being utilized. In Eng- 
land some of the.street cars are noW driven 
by compressed air. A brief description of 
this novelty intransportation says that the 
car contains a smal! reservoir, which takes 
ina fresh supply of compressed air at inter- 
vals of halfa mile. Inless than a minute 
an automatic machine charges it from boxes 
which connect with a main pipe line, the 
maximum pressure being 170 pounds to tlife 
square inch. This motor saves in weight 
and in time, the reservoir being charged 
while passengers are entering or leaving the 
ear. 

The opinion is expressed that this mode 
of transportation would suit suburban trains 
in this country, including those on steam 
routes and elevated lines, as well as those on 
the streets. If ail the good things said about 
it are true, the electric motor will follow 
steam and the mule, and a well-condensed 
article of wind will be made to move the 
world, as it were.

Itis fair to say, how- 
ever, that the farmers themselves are indi- 
rectly responsible for this provision of the 
law. If they had manifested any serious 


opposition to its operations it ‘would long 


ago have been repealed.

Said the grizzled warrior to 
his comrades: ‘‘And now, my friends, I 
know that like all other bodies of men you 
wish to make the world as good as your- 
selves, Which is very natural, right and 
proper. But the first way to reform the 
community is to reform yourselves, You 
have to take the world as itis. Itisa good 
world. Itis the best we have now. I 
don’t see any who are anxious to depart 
from it. Of those who are gone we sing 
their praises aloud. They don’t hear them. 
I am willing to have a little during my life.”’ 

Strange talk to come from a man who in 
a civilized age declared that war was the 
science of barbarism, and then proceeded to 
conduct his campaigns with the ruthless 
brutality of a barbarian.

Windom and the Silver Bills. 

Mr. Windom’s recent letter to the public 
on the silver question, although it is 
avery unusual step for a cabinet. officer to 
take, is heartily endorsed by the mono- 
metalist organs. This endorsement is as 
extraordinary as Mr. Windom’s course in 
this matter; for if the letter emphasizes any- 
thing it is the fact that the senate bill would 
increase the price of silver until that metal 
rested on a par value with gold. 

That the monometalist organs of the east 
should endorse this is most remarkable. It 
is simply another evidence that they do not 
understand the question they are discussing 
and care nothing for its merits, whatever. 
In some paragraphs of their labored articles 
in opposition to the remonetization of silver 
they declare that the senate bill, and all 
other bills providing for the increase of sil- 
ver coinage, will flood the country with 
‘“‘cheap’’ money. This is their favorite argu- 
ment, and they employ it with a flourish 
that weuld do credit to the enthusiasm of an 
amateur astronomer who has discovered a 
bob-tailed comet. 

But before their enthusiasm subsides they 
discover that money will not be ‘‘cheap,’’ but 
that the increased coinage provided for by 
the senate bill will raise the price of silver 
until itis on a par with gold. This, of 
course, kills the argument of ‘‘cheap’’ money, 
but the monometalist organs care nothing 
for this. The fact that anything congress 
can do will have the effect of either cheapen- 
ing or increaging the price of silver they con- 
sider an outrage. 

As for Mr. Windom, he has been on both 
sides of the silyer question. He has been in 
favor of its complete remonetization, he has 
approved its degradation, and now he is try- 
ing to ride the fence. His complaint is that 
the senate bill, which provides for. the 
monthly purchase of $4,500,000 wi of 
silver bullion, would create a_ gigantic 
corner in the metal, meaning, of course, 
that the price of the metal would be made 
dearer. This is one of the virtues of the 
bill, England has heretofore been engaged 
in the business of depreciating the silver 
market for the benefit of its East India trade. 
Cotton and wheat have both felt the effects 
of this depreciation, and it is high time the 
people of this country were doing something 
toward the real and complete remonetization 
of silver. 


As to corners, it is the house bill. that | 


will create a corner for the benefit of Wall 
street. That measure provides for the re- 
demption of silver notes at the market value 
of the bullion, and this would be nuts -and 
sweetmeats for the Wall street speculators. 

Altogether, the monometalists—the gold 
bugs—are getting much the worst of the 
argument. They flounder and flop about in 
a way that would be amusing if it were not 
tiresome. 


Saved Her Slayer. 

A -woman may sink very low in the moral 
and social scale without entirely losing the 
unselfish spirit which makes her suffer and 
be sacrificed for others.

RELICS OF THE WAR, 


Which a Savannah Man Values Very 
Highly. 
From the Savannah Daily Times. 

Dr. H. H. Sasnett, of Waycross, who is a fre- 
quent visitor to Savannah and has many friends 
here, has in his possession a number of valuable 
relics of the past, which he would not part with 
for any consideration. 

He has the passport given him by Charies H. 
Cox, captain and assistant provost-marshal at 
Savannah in 1865. It is dated May 5, 1865. Mr. 
Sasnett says the men were required to call and 
get one of the cards every morning, and unless 
they did so the penalty was twenty-four hours in 
jail. Healso has a letter written by General R. E, 
Lee, in 1870. It reads as foilows: 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 7, 1870.—My Dear Sir: I 
have received the boots sent with your note of the 
2d inst., and thank you most sincerely for the 
sentiments you express toward me. Wishing you 
health and happiness, I am very truly yours, 

RK. E. LEE. 

Mr. Sasnett tells an incident in connection with 
the letter, which probably caused him to send the 
boots referred to to the general. Hesays: “I had 
gone in search of Lee’s ordinance officer, and fail- 
ing to find him was shown to General Lee’s tent, 
just as he was sitting down to supper. He had 
corn bread, bacon, hominy and wheat bran coffee, 
and invited me to remain and take supper with 
them. I refused, but as he insisted 80 earnestly 
I consented, and, as I had not eaten a mouthful in 
two days, I thought that was the best suppér I 
ever ate. The general appeared very much 
pleased, and, eating very little himself, insisted 
upon my making out a square meal. From that 
time a warm friendship began which lasted until 
his death, and today I would not take $200 in cash 
for this little souvenir.” 

Mr. Sasnett also has a heart cut out of the oak 
rail on which he was sitting when the order 
came to surrender, as well as an exact copy of the 
order.

It must be distinctly. un- 
derstood though, that what I say about his 
being here a long time ago is what I’ve been 
gold—not whatI saw. While he was scuf-

wasatrueman. He was eloquent with his 
tongue and his pen, and inspired our soldiers 
in Georgia and all over the confederacy.

**An old friend, having noticed in the papers 
that [ would lecture on ‘Money and Morals,’ ”’ 
saii Mr. Watterson, *‘came to me nof long ago 
with the remark, ‘I haven’t much of either, 
and I’m coming fora tip.’ I do hope my audi- 
ence has not been drawn out by a similar state 
of destitution.”’ 

Then he asked the audience to fix in their 
minds a map of North America. 

‘‘Now,”’ he asked, ‘‘is there anything to mar 
shis magnificent prospect? I think there 
is. There’s Canada on one side, Mexico 
on the other—the ready retreat of gentle- 
men with more money than morals.’’ He con- 
tinued at some length about the excursionists 
with an obliquity in their financial statuses,”’ 
or the ‘‘gentiemen responsible for funerals not 
sanctioned hy law,’’ refugeeing in Canada and 
Mexico. ‘‘I don’t use these as terms of of- 
fense towards neighbors destined, like Texas, 
to come into the union and form parts of our 
friendly system, but merely as geographical 
expressions of a thought—that there are places 
of refuge in our social system for men with 
more money than morais, 

“Money is relative. The man with ten mil- 
lions cuts a poor figure by the side of another 
man with one hundred and fifty millicns, and 
the man with a measley million is relatively a 
pauper, and the man with an income of £100,- 
060 and $150,000 worth of wants is no better 
off than a laborer who’s hungry and wants his 
dinner. Money isnot only relative, but full of 
illusions and delusions. Bacon defined it as 
the baggage of virtue—a hinderance, but a 
necessity. I should hate to believe 
that. money is a positive bar to 
salvation, but it will harden and corrupt ten 
‘wen where it ennobles one. 

“No one thing brings happiness, but Lappi- 
ness itself shifts from one basis to another. 
What delights us at five-and-twenty fails ut- 
terly to attract us at five-and-forty. I knew a 
man that madeit his one purpose in life to 
reach a place in the senate, and after he 
reached it the honor was empty and full of 
care. He wondered why he ever cared for the 
place. At the very summit of their greatness 
both Clay and Webster deplored having en- 
tered public life. It would seem 
to mest people that they ought to 
be satisfied. Each wanted the presidency, and 
failing to attain that, each felt himself a beaten 
and broken old man, cheated of the only honor 
he had ever cared for. So with money. An 


_ infinite amount of money would not relieve the 


millionaire from the tortues of a sore toe. 
Fame won't relieve a sensitive man from the 
gTinding obligation of a just debt that he is 
unable to pay. Happiness lies in the mind 
and heart, and not in the pocket—which brings 
us back to Canada and Mexico.”

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DAVID MAYER IS DEAD 
HE PASSES QUIETLY AWAY AT HIS 
: HOME 


On Whitehall Street at Half Past Six. 


O’Clock Surrounded by Family and 
Friends—A Sketch of His Life. 


Hon. David E. Maver died at his residence 
on Whitehall street yesterday evening at half- 
past six o’clock, surrounded by his family and 
friends. 

His death was. quiet and peaceful. 

For two months past Mr. Mayer’s health has 
been failing rapidly, and about two weeks ago 
he was compelled to take his bed. Since then 
he has been sinking gradually, and although 
his family was hopeful, they realized that the 
chances were against his recovery. Mr. Mayer 
seemed to know that he was approaching the 
end, and frequently spoke calmly of his death, 

Always the idol of his home, he was given 
every attention love and devotion could sug- 
gest. 

Dr. Armstrong was almost constantly with 
him, and did everything to prolong the gen- 
tleman’s life. On Wednesday he grew much

worse, and the dawn yesterday morning 
brought no change for the better. At noon }t 
was apparent that the end was near, and no 
one seemed to know it better than Mr. Mayer. 
He called his family about him, and to each 
spoke words of kindness. 

And the scene was a most touching one. 

Then, as the’ afternoon wore on, he grew 
weaker, and as the clock on the mantel indi- 
cated 6:30, his soul took its flight to its Maker. 

His death was easy. He seemed to have 
dropped asleep. , 

From th organization of the pae schools 
Mr. Mayer has besa a member of the board of 
education, and upon the day of his death that 
buard met in regular session: 

It was the first meeting since the organiza- 
tion of the board Mr. Mayer ever missed. 

On the third ‘Lhvrsday of every month dur 
ing the scholastic year Mr. Mayer went to the 
office of the superintendent of public schools 


to sign the monthly bills belonging to his com- 


mittee and attend the meeting. 


The bills of his committee remained un- 


signed yesterday for the first time. 

The arrangements for the funeral have not 
been perfected yet further than it will take 
place Sunday. 

Mr. Mayer’s death was due to Bright’s dis- 
ease and several complications. For years his 
kidneys had been troubling him. 

Mr. Mayer was born in Osthofen, Germany, 
and came from his paternal roof to America 
when quite a young man. In 1850 he came to 
Atlanta, and, in connection with Jacob 
Haas, an uncle of the banker’s, opened a 
general store, where High’s store now stands, 

When the war began Mr, Mayer espo 
the cause of the south, and was a member 
General Joseph E. Brown’s staff. At the close 
of the war he went to New York, where he re- 
mained two years. Then he came back to At- 
lanta, and, with L. Cohen, opened a wholesale 
whisky house. In 1873 Mr. Cohen retired and, 
with his son, Mr. Mayer continued in the 
liquor business until 1883, when the house was 
removed to Cincinnati. 

Mr. Mayer's life has been one of great usefal- 
ness, on account of the prominent place he has 
taken in all work for the public good. 

He has bee&. a prominent member of the 
board of educafion ever since it was inaugt- 
rated, and he was an ardent supporter of the 

ubli¢ schoo] system when the subject was 
rst broached. 

He has been connected for years with the 
Masonic and other charitable bodies of At- 
lanta. He was Yah aang of the Hebrew 
congregation, and has been on the board of 
trustees for years. 

He has been for a long time one of the direc- 
tors of the Capital City bank, and no man is 
more universally respected than David Mayer. 

He has seven children—five daughters and 
two sons—besides numerous friends, who are 
sorrowed at his approaching death. 

In January last THE CONSTITUTION COn- 
tained an interesting story by its city editor on 
Hebrews in Atlanta. Mr. Mayer was always 
Atlanta’s most prominent Hebrew, and his 
sketch came first.. After its publication he 
often said it was the best sketch of his life he 
had ever heard. 

Here it is: 

There is one experience of Mr. Mayer’s life 
which is particularly worth mentioning. Some- 
body printed it several years ago, but is a good 
story, and can be used again. 

During the war Governor Brown made Mr. 
Mayer a member of his staff, his special duties 
being in connection with raising supplies for 
the army. He was then, as he is now, one of 
the city’s leading men, and his home was fre- 
quented by such men as General Toombs, the 
Stephenses, Governor Brown and | others. 
His duties as staff officer made him familiar 
particularly with the country about Atlanta, 
the location of the cotton and provision and 
so forth. 

The incident I speak of occurred right after 
the war when the city was under military rule. 
One day three officers of the federal army, 
high in command, called on Mr. ni 
After beating around the bush some time they 
made him a proposition to go in with them 
and help, or at least wink at, their efforts to 
confiscate a large amount of cotton which was 
stored at different points around Atlanta. 
Mr. Mayer listened patiently tothe end and 
then turned upon them. 


‘Are you soldiers or robbers?’’ he asked in- | 


dignantly. Then, “the people who own that 
cotton are Christians, I am aJew. They are 
nothing to me, but I tell you this, to take that 
cotton, you’ll have to take it over my dead 
body. You may assassinate me, but in no 
other way can you keep me_ from preventing 
your doing this great wrong.”’ : 

For a few minutes, so the story goes, it 
looked as if the an soldiers would carry out 
the assassination idea; but they went away. 
The next day Mr. Mayer went to the general 
in command and told him of the circum- 
stances. 

“Will you,” he asked, moved to tears by the 
thought of the great wrong which was de- 
signed to be perpetrated upon his neighbors, 
“‘will you permit this robbery of these people? 
As asoldier, as a noble man, as a Mason, I be- 
seech that you do not.” 

The general was an honest man and did pre- 
vent it, but the soldiers never forgave Mr. 
Mayer and fora long time his life was in 
danger. 

‘*I do not know how the story ’got out,”’ he 


said when I asked him about it. “I never | 


told anybody but Richard Peters. I told him 
because I thought if I waskilled it would be 
best for somebody to know why.”’

EpiTors CONSTITUTION: By education and na- 
ture I have no inclination to bandy the epithets of 
blackguards, Acting on this principle, I can only 
Say, in reply to the scurrilous article of Mr. W, B. 
Sparks, in last Monday’s CONSTITUTION, that I 
shall not reply to him in kind. It is not becoming 
that Ishould doso. Meeting him squarely, I may 
add that I acknowledge no allegiance tothe 
“code duello,’’ because its rules and prao- 
tices not only violate the code of the state, but 
the code divine. I have taken an oath and obliga- 
tion to obey the first, and a holy vow to keep the 
second. I shall not be coward enough under any 
taunt or insulting charge to break my oath and 
vow. So, Mr. Sparks may rest easy on that score.

The Kaiser's Heavy Suppers—Queen Vic- 
toria’s Fondness for Salmon—The Bul- . 
garian Prince’s Gluttony.

Mr. Boosey suggests,as far as his name 
goes, a person of intemperate habits, but he 
geally isastanch advocate of cold water as a 
boverage. He has held for years the position 
of assistant carver and sergeant-footman to 
her majesty Queen Victoria, and he has made 
4t the hobby of his lifetime, not only to be- 
come intimately acquainted with the gastro- 
pomical likes and dislikes of England’s 

ious monarch, and those of the members 
of her family, but, thanks toa persevering 
correspondence with the cooks and chief din- 
ner attendants of the different. European 
courts, he knows toa mouthful, so to speak, 
the favorite dishes of every king, emperor, 
queen and empress at present occupying 
thrones 

“Her majesty,’”’ observed Mr. Boosey, ‘‘has 
been ridiculously maligned. A few weeks 
agolread ina Boston and also in a Philadel- 

phia paper that. the queen of England drank 
gtrong ale, and had a _predeliction for radishes 
in vinegar. How ridiculous! Oncein a blue 
moon her majesty asks for a glass of beer, and 
then it must be half and half, that is, a bottle 
of porter is mixed with some Bass ale.” 
QUEEN VICTORIA’S DAILY FARE. 

“The queen, like most of the other royalties, 
fsa moderate and simple eater, relates Mr. 
Boosey. In the morning, while still in bed, a 
cup of chocolate is given to her, with a square 
of hotun buttered toast. At about 10 o’clock 
breakfast is served, the queen taking lean, 
crisp fried bacon, with an egg and some thin 
alices of bread and butter. This is varied on 
‘different mornings by substituting a bioater or 
a dried haddock for the bacon. At 2p. m. her 
majesty takes a cup of vegetable soup, with 

* two glasses of claret, and generally a little 
_ gold chicken or game. During the afternoon 
tea is served once or twice. At dinner, 
msualiy at 8 o'clock, the queen takes 
g good deal of soup, very seldom any fish, nn- 
jess it be salmon, of which she is very fond; 
always a slice of beef or mutton, with vege- 
tables, and the thigh part of whatever game is 
in season. An ice, or some grapes finishes the 
royal ropast, and with it she drinks a glass of 
sherry, two of claret, and weiperassinag | half a 
tumb!er of champagne. The queen likes it in 
atumbler. Before retiring, her majesty un- 
variably takes aglass ef warm whisky and 
‘vater, anda biscuit. Whenin Scotland, she 
begins her breakfast with alittle porridge. 

‘‘Has she her likes and dislikes? Why of 
course. just like other old ladies. Sometimes 
she has anappetite for dinner and feels in- 
clined for something nice, served ‘in her own 
bedroom and shared by a favorite lady-in- 
waiting. Itisthen thatthe German comes 
outin her majesty. [have known her ask 
for liver sausage and beerand pickled pigs 
foot, and not at allan uncommon supper at 
Osborne is a mess of shell fish, well saturated 
‘with vinegar. Her majesty’s favortte- dish, 
however, is without doubt, salmon, boiled, 
grilled or pickled. 

“The Prince of Wales is a more elaborate 
eater and likes half a dozen dishes and plenty 
ofthem. Heinsistson a thick soup, never 
touches potatoes or pastry, and declares that a 
saddle of mutton with jelly, is the true epi- 
cure’s bon buche. He is a hearty breakfast 
eater, and usually takes both fish and meat, 
with half a pint of claret and a cup of coffee. 

The princess of Wales is a light eater, but 
gtrange to say, adores roast pork with plenty 
of seasoning. Her royal highness is also very 

‘partial to spring onions and salad generally. 

“The duchess of Fife dislikes soups and 
sweets, and generally dines off birds. Her 
husband, the duke, has an enormous appetite, 
and does not care what he eats. 

_ “Prince Albert Victor _is the epicure of the 
Bngiish royal family. He cats daintily. and 
drinks sparingly—all the family are temperate 

“Yn iquids—bnt a badly cooked dish, ora cold 
entree, usually provokes the temper of the 
future prince of Walesand king. 

‘*Prince George, the sailor prince,confesses to 
“having next to no idea of flavor. Eating to 
him is filling a void in his stomach. «He likes 
solid slices of meat, and has been known to eat 
‘wa couple — of steak at a meal. He drinks 

-@s much beer as a German student. 
HOW THE KAISER DINES AND SUPS. 

“In regard to continental royalty, continued 
Mr. Boosey, ‘‘I will not attempt to give you 

“their meals in detail, but from this note book 
you see here, I know the favorite dish and 
‘drink of any European monarch who happens 
‘to drop in on the queen for a visit, and assure 
you somo potentates are mighty particular 
about their insides. You would hardly think 
jt, but the present emperor of Germany 
is one of the most difficult of men to satisfy. 
‘The moment he awakes he wants a glass of 
beer. His breakfast must include some sliees 
of cold ham, with several other things. With 
this roasts he likes toeat preserved plums and 
figs.and with fish he always demands mus- 
afard. Then, at odd times, he calls for soup, 
and just before he goes to bed he will eat a 
supper of cold meat and pickles sufficient to 
@ive an army nightmare. His wife, the em- 

ress, likes plenty of pastry, and only eats fish 

or break fast. 

The emperor of Russia resembles the prince 
‘of Wales in his likes and dislikes, except that 
‘the prefers everything cooked toa cinder, and 
@ats enormous quantities of oysters. One par- 
‘ticular dish of his, he attempted to introduce 
at Mariborough House, and failed completely, 
and nowonder. It isa Russian national deli- 
«cacy and consists of sheep brains stewed with 
®ugar and garlic and then served with dump- 
lings and slices of fat bacon. The empress of 
Russia pins her faith to chicken in any style. 
Her majesty often remarks that as far as she 
4s Concerned the barn-door fowl is the only ‘‘to 
be eaten’’ animal that need exist. 


The emperor of Austria is purely German | 


in his tastes, and likes to fare like a Heidel- 
burg student. Sauerkraut and bacon isserved 
to him twice a week, and so is stockfish, an 
Gtrocious preparation of dried codfish boiled 
with cucumbers, and eaten by his majesty for 
wreakfast. He now drinks nothing but Rhine 
Wine, but in his younger days he drank large 
qjuantities of beer. he empress of Austria 
48 also Germanin her tastes, and likes veal 
‘soaked in vinegar and raw herring salads. 
‘The favorite dish of her majesty is a slice of 
dean ham cut thin and grilled, served on toast 
and smothered in green peas; that is, provided 
‘the peas be fresh picked and young.” 
THE SULTAN AND THE ROYAL POETESS. 

The sultan of ‘Turkey cats next to nothing 
Beyond mutton and sweatmeats, unless it be a 
mess called a goat-stew, to which flour dump- 
dings and slices of lemon are added. The 
Sultan has a moderate appetite, but is a good 
<lrinker, despite the precept of the koran. A 
Hasty neal is always served to him directly he 
awakes. Of the tastes of his many wives, it is 
difficult to say, but it is stated that he had one 
‘of his sultanas tied up in a sack and dropped 
in the Bosphorus for eating too freely of onions. 

. “King Humbert of Italy affects to be Eng- 
fish, and calls for rare steak and thick mutton 
chops. The Italian royal table is noted for its 
Aolid simplicity, and when strictly en famille, 
the king likes to carve the joint in front of 
_ him, like the English father of a family. His 
‘beautiful and amiable queen is a fragile eater 
and has a distinct course served forher. Well 
seasoned entrees and cooks works of art gen- 
€rally please her majesty. 

“But the joy of cooks is her majesty of Rou- 
mania, the poetess qneen of King Charles, 
Known in the literary world as “Carmen 

ylvia.”’ This illustrious lady says that the 
world does not know how much it owes to the 
stomach, and it is cooks who have made, 

thrones rock and monarchs totter in their 
Shoes. She and the cook are almost comrades, 
and every morning an hour is spent in earnest 
consultation regarding the menu of the day. 
Her majesty has invented several salad and 
Sauce combinations, and occasionally cooks a 
Pe ioe te King with her own hands.

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PECULIAR FADS OF ROYAL~ DINNERS. 

“An eccentric eater is King Charies, of 
Wurtemberg. He hardly eats at all durin 
the day, bo likes a long meal of severa 
courses served at midnight, rather a trial to 
the digestion of his courtiers, who sup with 
him in turns. He is fond of liver baked and 
served with veal stuffing. He never eats or 
drinks anything except acup of coffee and a 
rol], until he has been up and about for nearly 
half the day. 

“The regent of Bavaria has an inordinate 
fondness for fish. His favorite dish is a huge 
codfish stuffed with sa ¢ meat and apples. 

“Prince Ferdinand, of Bulgaria, takes the 
prize as the mosteccentric of all the sovereigns, 
great and small, of Europe. His bread has to 
be made after a special recipe of the late em- 
press of Russia, which she sent to the mother 
of the prince, Princess Clementine. Chickens, 
ducks, and other birds, have to be plucked and 
kept in ice for three days before cooking, and 
and mutton are never served 
unless in the form a ragout or hash. If the 
prince is to have fish, he likes one of the ser- 
vants to bring it alive in a basin for personal 
inspection, and a small pond, full of various 
kinds of shell fish, is under the special super- 
vision of his highness; sea water being arti- 
ficially introduced at great expense, as it has 
to be brought in huge barrels from a long dis- 
tance. Like Lucullus, Prince Ferdinand 
thinks nothing is too sacred for the stomach, 
and a pie of linnets is not an unfrequent dish 
at the palace of Sofia. ‘As great a glutton as 
Ferdinand’ is already a proverb with the 
Bulgars. 

‘Last, but not least, in this account of royal 
eaters,”’ continued Mr. Boosey, “is his holi- 
ness, Leo XIII. He is a dear old gentleman, 
and eats because nature demanils it, that’s all. 
He asks, whenever his wishes are consulted, 
for something soft, with plenty of gravy, and 
a little claret and water. Itoffends the pontiff 
to be served with any part of a bird whiich 
suggests its form in life, the leg or wing, 
for instance ; consequently, poultry and game 
are never put on the table, but portions of the 
breast are placed before his holiness, who, by 
the way, invariably eats alone. It is contrary 
to religious etiquette for the pope to share a 
meal with anybody, even a» brother monarch, 
If a king calls at the papal dinner hour, he is 
served in a separate room with his suite.

She Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New Yoru, April 24.—The stock market again 
goday showed a broadening tendency with a de- 
eckledly strong tone, with the reswit of advancing 
materially all over the list. News of an agreement 
in the republican caucus last night on the silver 
bil, which will overcome the unobjectionabie 
features of the senate and house bills, started a 
mew boom instock values, which received a tem- 
porary setback from the uncertainty as to the 
final result of congressional deliberations upon 
that subject. The bears bought heavily to cover 
their shorts in Grangers’, Missouri Pacific and 
‘other stocks, while the bulls showed renewed 
courage, and buying for long account was more 
Important than on any day = since the 
Jate rise began. Together with this there 
was & most marked disposition shown by 
foreigners to again invest in our securities, and 
while London figures this afternoon were all ma- 
terially higher than yesterday, cable orders to buy 
et market rates were received in all London favor- 
ftes. The response in Wall street to the action of 
caucus was extremely a k, and this fact is 
Jooked upon as evidence that, should the financial 
gmeasures pending become laws, there will be such 
a revival of business on the street that speculation 
will in all probability be as active as it was ten 
years ago. The interest displayed by London is 
expected to continue, and further orders are 
focked for from that quarter. 

In the market today, coal stocks were specially 
conspicuous, and Delaware and Hudson led the 
upward movement, making the largest net ad- 
vance for the day, although a spurt in Oregon 
Navigation stock carried it up nearly six per cent, 
it could not hold to improvement, and sagged 
away later. Grangers came next, and St. Paul 
and Rock Island were most prominent, both show- 
ang large gains and transactions running up to 
big figures. The covering of shorts was more 
prominent in this group than in any other part of 
the list, and gave those stocks that position in the 
market. Gould shares were moderately active, 
but all strong. As usual, the greatest advances 
were made in the inactive stocks. Oregon Short 
Line and Evansville and Terre Haute made espec- 
fally a sharp upward movement.
